FAT TEMPLETON'S FREAK 


THE SHAPELY BURLESQUER AND HER 
SUDDEN DISAPPEARACE FROM OHICAGO. 


She Is Supposed to Have Sailed for Europe to 
Join Rowell Osborne, the Wealthy New 
Yorker, Now in Paris—Some Funny Sto- 
ries Told About Fay—The ‘‘Oorsair’’ Co. 


EXT to that onoe 
celebrated young 
woman, Lillian 
Russell, probably 
no actress has been 
talked more of and 
about than the now 
¥ celebrated Fay 
‘ }Templeton. In the 
past five years 
Miss Templeton has 
caused more flurry 
in theatrical circles 
by her unexpected 
actions and the 
queer antics she 
was sald to have in- 
duiged in than any 
young woman of 
her size and age in 
the business. 

The latest sensa- 
tionin stage mat- 
ters is her sudden, 
uncalled for and 

unaccountable disappearance from Chicago. 
Miss Templeton was engaged by Messrs. Rice 
and Dixey to play the part of Conrad in 
their burlesque opera The Corsair. The 
Corsair has been playing in Chicago with 
Fay Templetonſas the feature. At least when 
she wis engaged by the management to take 
the part of Oonrad in the burlesque 
she did 80 with the understanding 
that she was to be featured. She got along all 
right and had worked up a big following eom- 
posed of young men witb tall collars and canes 
of vast size and, in fact, was regarded as con- 
siderable ofan attraction until Tuesday night 
last when she failed to appear at the theater. 
After waiting a reasonable length of time, 
Miss Annie Perkins was put in to take the part 
of Conrad which, it is said, she carres 
as well if not better than Templeton. 
The performance went through in good shape, 
but the next night 
MISS TEMPLETON 

was still missing, and she has been missing 
ever since. The managers announce now 
that she is no longer with the company, and 
that Miss Perkins, who has a reasonable fol- 
lowing herseif, has been put regularly on the 
bills. The only explanation of Miss Temple- 
ton’s disappearance given is the theory 
that she has left the country to 
join Howell Osborne, a young man of 
wealth to whom, it was announced, Miss Tem- 
pleton was married about four years ago and 
with whom she wentto live in Europe. Her 
departure with Osborne then was much the 
same as her present adventure. She was play- 
ing the part of Gabriel in ‘‘Evangeline’’ at the 
Fourteenth Street Theater when, one night 
she failed to show up and was never heard of 


afterwards until she turned up in Paris with 
Osborne and the story of their mar- 
riage was told. Since that time she 
has been ae with him in the 
French capital, with the exception of afew 
weeks, when she played in London with the 
Gaiety Burlesque Co. The boldness of her cos- 
tuming in that performance and the sensation 
it raised in London are still fresh in the minds 
of those who follow the tortunes and doings of 
theatrical people generally. Miss Temple- 
ton’s tights were the talk of London for a 
month and then she suddenty left Lon- 
don and went back to Paris with Osborne. 
Osborne is a young man woo never troubles 
bis head about the future. His mother is said 
to be one of the wealthiest women in New 
York, and allows him only $30,000 a year 
wherewith to buy neckties and cigarettes. All 
sorta of stories without rhyme or reason, be 
it understood, are told of the eccentric young 
actress and the wealthy New Yorker. On one 
occasion, it is 80 related, Fay grew 
jealous of Howell because of certain 
rumored attentions he was paying to an 
actress at the Comedie Francaise, and, by wa 
of emphazising her attitude towards suc 
conduct, she threw one of her boots at him. 
The boot came into contyct with Howell’s 
face and it is presumable that it left a mark. 
Whether this story is true or not it is so re- 
lated, but probably there is as much truth in 
it as there is in 

ANOTHER STORY 
to the effect that when Miss Templeton mar- 
ried Billy West, the minstrel man, at Nash- 
ville, in the year 1884, she got a divorce from 
him one week afterwards and ran off to New 
York. It is also said that Miss Templeton told 
a New York reporter that she married Billy 
Just for fun.“ Another absurd story told 
about Fay and Billy related how Billy was at 
first ‘‘stuck’’ on her, but when, after their 
marriage, be discovered that her head was 
as hairless as an eae he left 
her. This story of course has absolutely 
no trnth whateverin it, but it only serves to 
show the extent to which some people will go 
whenthey grow talkative. When the man- 
agement of the Corsair oompany desired to 
secure the services of Mies ö eton for the 
show they communicated with her by cable. 
In August last they perfected arrangements 
by agreeing to pay her $00 per week, no ex- 
penses, and to feature“ her, as the 
theatrical people say. She then came 
across the water and brought with 
her anew batch of gossip and short stories 
that have been going the rounds ever since. 
She is sald never to have lost her affection for 
Osborne, and the management say they had 
an idea that something of the kind which has 
really happened, would soon occur. The first 
intimations that something unusual was going 
on in which the actress was to figure promi- 
nently was the receipt by her of cable mes- 
sages, which, judging “¢ the bulk of them, were 
more fit to be delivered to a newspaper than 
to an Individual. These cable messages, so 
the company claims, varied in value all the 
way between $20 and $150 each. The frequent 
receipt of such little * was an indica - 
tion that the sender, no matter in how high 
regard he held Miss Templeton, cared 
very little for money. Such, it 
would seem, developes to be the fact 
for the managers of the Corsair are satie- 
fled that ‘‘Conrad’’ has already left the coun- 
try, or if not will be gone before the sun rises 
to-morrow.

(for she is but little over 20}, is exciting an 
varied.

General Belief in London That Emin Bey 
and Explorer Stanley Are Prisoners of 
the Mahdi—The Matter in Parliament— 
Result of the Maidstone Election—Glad- 
stone’s Speech—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LonDon, December 15.—The announcement 
of the letter from Osman Digna has greatly 
stimulated public interest about Suakim. 
Gladstone has, therefore, postponed for a few 
days the date of his departure for Italy. The 
Government have been in daily communiea- 
tion with Gen. Grenfell, and expect to bein 
possession of a complete translation of Os- 
man’s letter on Monday. In military circles 
the impression prevails that this new turn to 
Soudan affairs may lead to a fresh campaign 
costing millions. 

THE MAIDSTONE ELECTION. 

The result of the Maidstone election reached 
Parliament last night at 11:30. As soon as it 
was known that the Tory candidate was 
elected the Government supporters showed 
a disposition to cheer, but an 
examination of the figures dampened 
their enthusiasm. In Maidstone, as else- 
where, the Liberals polled more and the 
Tories lese votes than before, atthe time of 
the Hartington secession. The Tories are san- 
guine of winning with an increased majority 
in Colchester next week, this being chiefly a 
military depot. They even talk of winning at 
Stockton, Joseph Dodds, the retiring Radical 
member, having made himself very unpop- 
ularinthe town.

In the light of this discovery it is 
probable that the Suakim fight will be 
indefinitely postponed. Lord Randolph 
Churchill’s motion for negotiations is to be 
discussed on Monday, and itis certain, there- 
fore, that nothing will be done till after that.

Pasha and a white traveler, and which were 
alleged to have been taken from the latter. 

IN PARLIAMENT. 

In the House of Commons to-day Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill asked whether the reports of 
the capture of Emin Pasha and Mr. Stanley 
were well founded; and also whether the Gov- 
ernment would negotiate with Osman Digna 
for the release of the Europeans at Khar- 
toum before the beginning of hostilities. 
Mr. Goschen, the acting Government leader, 
replied thatthe information received by the 
Government was so uncertain that it would be 
impossibie to suspend the operations for the 
relief of Suakim duringthe many weeks that 
would elapse before the fate of the explorers 
could be ascertained.

Mr. Goschen replied that the request 
could not be complied with; but he promised 
that no instructions would be given to hurry 
the operations. 

Mr. Morley: May Itake it then, that the 
Government will do the best they can to pre- 
vent the commencement of hostilities without 
tying the hands ofthe military authorities?“ 

Mr. Goschen: ‘‘I cannot tie the hands of the 
military authorities. Ishall not go an inch 
beyond the statement that I have already

The charge was not 
proved, and Canty left East St. Louis and 
dame over here. He opened a saloon opposite 
the City Hall, on the northeast corner 
of Eleventh and Chestnut streets, and 
has been doing a thriving business 
there. He is a brother-in-law of Garrett 
Stack and though the two have not been very 
intimate, afriendly and fraternal feeling has 
existed between them. 

Yesterday morning, about 8 o’clock, 2 
rushed into the office of the Ohio 4 
Mississippi Railroad in East St. Louis 
and went at once to Stack’s desk. He told 
Stack that he was in a — of a bad box, 
and had to have money right away.

Rifles and Cartridges. 


NEw Tonk, December 15.—The Atlas Line 
steamer Andes sailed to-day from this port, 
bound for Port-au-Prince. Rumors that she 
carried, besides a general cargo, several 
hundred thousand ball cartridges for the Hay- 
tien Government could not be officially veri- 
fied. It was stated at the office of the 
agents of the line, Pim, Forwood & Co., 


that they could not t tell the nature of the 
Andes’ cargo, until her sailing papers had 
been losed and received. Haytien 
Minister Preston also could not say 
positively that the steamer carried any am- 
munition for his Government, but thought 
it very likely that she did. From another 
source it was learned, however, that the 
Andes, in addition to her cargo of cartridges 
carried about 1,000 Winchester and Reming- 
ton rifles consigned by a manu- 
facturing firm in this oity to the 
Haytien Government. Minister Preston this 
morning positively refused to affirm or deny 
the report telegraphed from Jamaica last 
night to the effect that a crew 
under contract with him to take pos- 
session of the seized steamer 
Haytien Republic, had arrived at Kington. 
The report is, however, credited in shipping 
circles, and is looked upon asa wise move- 
ment of the Haytien Minister. It is rumored 
that this crew will at once be sent 5 on the 


Prince and placed immediately on the 
H ien Republic. The vessel’s head will then 
be headed for New York, where she will ar- 
rive, barring accidents, before the American 
vessels, Galena and Yantic, can reach Hayti.

POOR CHICAGO. 

Chicago is the only American city with 
a population so lawless and wicked that 
the ordinary right of assembling in a hall 
to hear lectures or public speeches has to 
be denied altogether to a large class of 
her voters, and to be conceded to another 
large class by special permit and under 
strict police surveillance only. 

Certain circles or associations of politi- 
cal theorists and agitators are notified by 
the Mayor that if they dare to meet in 
their own halls to ventilate their pe- 
culiar tenets they will be dispersed by the 
police.

WILL HAYTI FIGHT? 


Startling News From Port-au-Prince—The 
Haytien Navy. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIspaTcnu. 

NEW Tonk, December 15.—Advices from 
Hayti received in this city yesterday contain 
intelligence that is startling if true. Gen. 
Legitime, they say, was informed by cable 
to Jamaica of the order issued by the Navy 
Department for three cruisers to get to sea at 
once. Since this news reached him Gen. Legit- 
ime is said to have ordered the Dessalines and 
the Tousatint L’ Ouverture to Port-au-Prince, 
and the two gun boats are now supposed to be 
lying in the harbor there. Legitime is also hav- 
ing the Belize equipped for active service, and 
the work of patting guns aboard of her is about 
completed. When asked about this report 
Minister Preston said: »The Belize is a 
strong, well bullt vessel. When she was built 
in England special regard was paid to the fact 
that she might be used as a gun boat in case of 
need. She will oarry one sixty pound gun 
amidships and four sixteen pound guns. She 
is amply able to withstand the recoil of even 
much larger guns than these. 

A Haytien, who did not want his name used, 
said that he did not believe there would be any 
fighting at Port-au-Prince and that he had no 
doubt that the Oaptain of the Dessalines 
would help pull the Galena out of the mud in 
case she got aground in the harbor. It appears 


that the frigates St. Michael and the December, 

which a Philadelphia paper includes among 
tbe vessels of the Haytien navy, have been 
peacefully reposing at the bottom of Haytien 
waters for years. The Bois Chene, Hayti s third 
war vessel, is laid up as useless. The Dessalines 
is of 800 tons burden, brig rigged, and origi- 
nally could steam twelve miles an hour. At 
present she needs repairing badly and cannot 
steam over seven — es an hour. The Grande 
Reviere, the Marcel, the Nouvelle Voldrogue 
and the Esterre are owned by the Haytien 
Steamship Co. of Port-au-Prince. The first 
three were built in England in 1887 of steel, 
850 tons, speed nine miles. The Esterre was 
balit in 18638 of fron, speed six miles an hour. 
The four vessels have been secured by 
Legitime for blockade dutv as men-of-war at 
a cost, it is said, of $1,000 ger They are 
armed with two Parrot guns each, and carry 
each twenty-five soldiers, thirty sailors and 
six officers. 

The Atlas Line steamer Andes, which sails 
for Port-au-Prince to-day, will take out a crew 
and officers to bring back the Haytien Repub- 
lic. Wm. P. Clyde & Co. received a cuble- 

ram yesterday from Porto Plata, saying that 
the Saginaw_would delayed in gettin 
back to New York. The Clyde people thin 
that after leaving Porto Plata on De- 
cember 8 the Saginaw proceeded to Cape 
Haytien to see if there was 
any blockade. If there was no blockade 
she doubtless put in there and at Port-de- Paix 
to secure a cargo. It she was unable to make 
these poits she doubtless returned to Domini- 
can ports to get a cargo 28 rather than 
come back without any. Mr. Cameron said 
that the Clyde Line did not want any protec- 
tion from this Governme t, but asked only for 
authority to clear for Hayti’s northern ports.

UNEARTHED AT LAST. 


Beoret Service Officers on the Track of a 

Gigantic Opium Smuggling Conspiracy. 
ST. PAUL, Minn., December 15.—The United 
States Secret Service officers here are on the 
track of a gigantic opium smuggling con- 
spiracy. They bave learned that an organ- 
ized and well equipped band of smuggiers 
bes for years been operating across the 
Northwestern border, bringing into the State 
the costly and bigh tartffed drug. One of the 
gang was arrested recently at Denver, Colo., 
Acting on the

and intercepted a wagon load of eight hundred 
unds of opium in the crude form. The 
opium in the wagon was concealed under a 
layer of buffalo hides. The whole outfit was 
Be and the driver of the wagon was ar- 
rested. Two Government detectives left St. 
Paul for the north last night. They are after 
the man to whom the opium was consigned. 
He is waiting at some small town in the Kea 
River Valley for the arrival of the stuff and 
will probabl: bein the clutches of the law de- 
fore night. hen his arrest is accomplished 
they will have the leader of the gang and ac- 
— to reports, one of the smartest and 
most dangerous of border outlaws. 

The authorities here maintain absolute 
silence when asked for the full details of their 
important discovery, but do not deny the 
story of the arrest at Denver and the subse- 
quent seizure at St. Vincent. They freely ad- 
mit the existence of a smuggling conspiracy, 
but will go no further. There is every 
reason to believe, in the light of recent de- 
velopments,’’ said a man * m authority 
yesterday, that a quarter of all the opium 
which has come into this country in the last 
five years bas been smuggied in over the un 
gvarded and uns ttled border. Tons of opium 
are sent in on every ship from China which 
lands at Victoria, British Colambia. What is 
easier, then, than for the smugglers to bring 
it to some point on the Canadian Pacific road, 
— between Calgarry and Winnipeg, 
and cart it down into the Territories. The 
only wonder is that the Government officers 
have not tumbied to this before. 

„ Bulidog' Kelly, the man who was arrested 
at St. Vincent, four years ago, for murdering 
aman near Calgarry, and whom the United 
States Government refused to give up to Can- 
ada, makes no bones of the fact that he had 
Deen en ed in the smuggling of opium. It 
was over the division of the profits of asmug- 

ling enterprise that he killed his man. They

through the mountains to Butte Clty, Helena, 
Bozeman and other territorial railroad points, 
where it was disposed of by ehipments to 
Eastern points. e business is so systemat- 
jeally conducted and such violent oaths for 
secrecy exacted from those engaged in it, that 
they laugh at the law.

„THE ATHLETIC WAR. 


Causes Leading to the Disagreement Be- 
tween the Two Associations. 


It looks as though the trouble which has ex- 
isted between the Amateur Athletic Union of 
the United States and the National Association 
of Amateur Athletics of America will assume a 
graver aspectthan itbas done in the past. 
The Amateur Athietic Union has pubiished a 
pamphlet entitled, Facts, Comparisons and 
Explanations of the Athletic Situation,’’ in 
which the unlon’s position is defined and ex- 


e It states thatthe formation of the 
. A. A. A. was due to the fact that in 1879 the 
New York Athietic Olub decided to give up the 
championship meetings and turned over the 
management ofthese clubsto the pew asso- 
clation. 

For some time past this association proved 
sufficient, says the New York Herald, but at 
last several prominent athietic clubs became 
dissatisfied witb it, and it was determined to 
form a new association, which should be dis- 
tinctively national in character, that would 
take cognizance of and have jurisdiction over 
all kinds and classes of athietic sports. With 
this purpose in view the Athletic Club of the 
Schuylkill Navy joined with the New York 
Athietic Club in 1887 and issued a call for a 
meeting of all the recognized amateur ath- 
letic organizations of the United States to 
consider the question. The result of this con- 
vention was the Amateur Athietic Union, 
which bas absorbed nearly all the prominent 
athletic organizations in the country. 

When the union selected September 19, 1888 
at Detroit, as the date an 
place of their champlonship of 
American games, the National sched- 
uled its similar meeting for September 13, 
1888, at New York, and empowered the Mis- 
souril Athletic Club of St. Louis to hold a 
Western cham gg 2 meeting on its 

ounds, September 9. The Amateur Athletic 

nion at once authorized the Chicago Athletic 
Olub to hold a Western championship meeting 
on its grounds September 1, in order to estab- 
lish a set of estern champions before 
the National meeting could be held, and at a 
meeting held August 25, 1888, issaed the reso- 
lution debarring from the union games any 
amateur who competed in any contest in the

ADMISSION NOT DESIRED 


NEW MEXICO UNWILLING TO RECEIVE THE 
RANK OF STATEHOOD. 


Movement in Favor of Forming a New 
State—Local Opposition—Americans and 
Mexicans in the Northwest—A Bitter 
Race Hostility— History of the Conquest 
—Dangers Attending Admission.

Prominent poli- 

tlolans in Washington have agreed to advance 

our claims, and could the Americans in the 

Terrtory be united, the prospects for admis- 

sion before the adjournment of the present 
Congress would be most excellent. 

DO NOT WANT ADMISSION. 

But, strange as it may seem, the strongest 
and bitterest objection to the admission of 
New Mexico as a State comes from the old 
American settlers, irrespective of party. It is 
generally believed thatthe new State would, 
if created, add two to the Democratic strength 
in the Senate, and ‘this would 
probably be the case. Nearly without 


exception the settlers of ten years’ standing 
are Democrats, and the majority of the immi- 
grants of the last few years belong to the same 
party. But the Democrats are the ones who op- 
pose the admission ofthe territory to the sis- 
terhood of States. The reason is not far to 
seek. Much as they love the Democ- 
racy, they love thelr own lives and 
property more, and recognize the fact that if 
once the controlof the Washington govern- 
ment was removed both would be absolutely 
atthe mercy of as ignorant and vindictive a 
population as can be found anywhere in this 
country. 
THE NATIVE POPULATION. 

Talk about negro domination, it would 
be an ideal government when com- 
pared with that which the Mexicans of 
our territory would tasten upon 
us if they only had the power. The negro and 
the white man can, under certain conditions, 
live happily and peaceably together, thejMexi- 
can and American never. This statement will 
probably surprise some ople who think 
they know New Mexico cause they have 
lived in a few mining camps where the Amer- 
ican. element has a preponderating in- 
fluence through numbers, but they 
really know nothing about the Territory. 


‘Whenever the American comes, the Mexican 


oes, and statistics prove that, while in the 
ew cities and | er towns there is a prepon- 
derance of the American element, the terr!- 
tory, numerically, is overwhelmingly Mexi- 
can in ite character. A more hopelessly ig- 
norant class,does not exist on this continent 
than the ofdinary Mexican farmer. Sinoe 
1847, the United States bas had control of New 
Mexico, and yet not 5 per cent of the native 
1 can speak more than a few words of 

nglish, and are as foreign to our civilization 
as the Fiji Islanders. The only influence we 
have had upon them is to inspire a deep hatred 
of Americans and everything American, and 
the races are to-day farther apart than when 
se States troops first marched into

GES. 

No one acquainted with the history of the 
American rule in the territory will pretend to 
say that this is entirely the fault of the Mexi- 
cans. When the country was first conquered, 
and for many years afterward, the high-hand- 
ed proceedings of the United States officers 
were such as even the meekest race could not 
have endured.

They outnum- 
ber the Americans, would elect the 
Governor, legislature and judicial officers, 
and have complete control of the new State. 
Should this happen the American who could 
get away with his life and a small remnant of 
his property might consider himself extremely 
fortunate. A Mexican Judge and Mexican and 
Indian ury would do littie likely 
to do justice toone of the two which they con- 
sider, not without show of reason, to be the 
Sume Oppressors of their people. No Amer- 
ican would live a year io the State and it 
would be far better to again cede it to Mexico 
than admit it tothe Union. . As long as the 
American inhabitants have anything to say 
about the matter, New Mexico will remain in 
its territorial condition.’’
